Ihe relief of Russia, threatened by what may be one of the worst 
famines of history,'comes a reminder that all the distress in the 
(World is not overseas. 
While the American people have spent 
money lavishly for relief abroad, a veritable famine has been de­ 
veloping' in some of our Southern States, according to the Public 
Health Service, and as a result much of the cotton belt is being 
scourged with pellagra. It will be a shock to the rest of the coun­ 
try, generally unfamiliar with the conditions, to know that this 
disease may claim 100,000 victims this year, with ten per cent, 
of the cases fatal, and its toll may be heavier next year. 


The pellagr/i scourge is due directly to insufficient nourish­ 
ment following t h e slump in the cotton market, which has forced 
tenant farmers/ whose only resource is cotton, to what the Public 
Health Service/does not hesitate to call a "starvation diet." 
1 
The aid of Red Cross and other relief agencies has been in­ 
voked to provide local relief and a conference of health officers of 
Southern Staties will be called to consider the situation. 
Ultimate 
remedy must/be sought in diversification of crops, which has long 
been urged on the cotton belt for industrial and financial reasons. 
President Harding's summons to Congress is timely and prompt 
action to afford 
such temporary relief as may be possible is in 
order. 


As for/the Russian call for aid, the conditions named by Mr. 
Hoover under which he is willing to undertake the relief work leave 
it up to the Soviet whether or not any outside help shall come to 
that Bolshevik-ruined land. The immediate release of all Ameri­ 
cans held by the Reds is, of course, the sine qua non of any relief 
from American sources. It is a commentary on the organized bar­ 
barity that calls itself a Government at Moscow that Mr. Hoover 
must also stipulate freedom from jail and molestation for any that 
may venture into Russia on errands of mercy.
